Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 8 and 20-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 6, 
13, 14 and 25 of the instant application are allowed for the reasons pointed out by 
Applicant's remarks (p9, line 1 9 - p11 , line 6). It follows that claims 2-5, 7-1 2, 1 5-1 8, 
and 20-24 are allowable as they depend from an allowable base claim. 

3. It is also noted that Applicants have subject matter indicating that a program may 
be represented as a carrier wave or signal (paras. 0033 and 0034. Any claim that 
would reflect a program would not be an allowable claim since a signal is non-statutory 
category.
